Upon  graduation  in  1955,  Dr. 
Lloyd  studied  at  Wayne  State  Uni- 
versity in  Detroit  where  he  com- 
pleted his  Master’s  degree  in  pub- 
lic administration.  After  working 
for  a year  as  Research  Associate 
for  the  Washington  State  Research 
Council  in  Olympia,  Wash.,  he  en- 
rolled at  Stanford  University  where 
he  obtained  his  doctorate.  His  dis- 
sertation was  a comparative  study 
of  the  administration  of  civil  right 
legislation  in  the  United  States. 

In  1961  Dr.  Lloyd  accepted  his 
first  full-time  teaching  appointment 
at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, where  he  taught  organiza- 
tion theory  and  behavior,  research 
methods  in  the  behavioral  sciences 
and  problems  of  urban  develop- 
ment. During  this  period  he  was 
active  as  a consultant  for  state  and 
local  governments  in  California. 
He  has  been  a consultant  on  the 
Governor’s  McCome  Commission 
investigating  the  causes  of  the  1985 
Watts  Riot  in  Los  Angeles  and  has 
directed  a number  of  public  and 
private  executive  development 
seminars  in  Southern  California. 
While  in  Los  Angeles  he  also  served 
as  Bishop  of  the  Momingside  Park 
Ward  of  the  Inglewood  Stake. 

In  1%6  Dr.  Lloyd  and  his  col- 


league, Dr.  Kendall  Price,  a social- 1 
psychologist  and  graduate  of  BYU, ' 
received  a grant  from  the  U S.  ‘ 
Office  of  Education  to  conduct , 
leadership  training  programs  with' 
hard-core  black  nationalist  leaders ; 
in  the  Watts  community  as  onej 
means  of  opening  communication  | 
and  reducing  racial  tension  in  that  | 
area.  In  1987,  he  co-authored  a j 
report  on  bis  experiences  titled ! 
“Planned  Community  Development  j 
Through  Executive  Leadership 
Seminars.” 

During  the  last  spring  semester 
before  coming  to  BYU  Dr.  Lloyd 
taught  political  science  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hawaii.  This  summer  ha 
is  teaching  two  courses:  P.  S.  510 
“Behavioral  Science  Perspectives 
on  Administration,”  and  P.  S.  693, 
“Politics  and  Administration  of  Ur- 
ban Davelopment.” 

He  is  now  completing  a book  to 
be  published  in  early  1988  entitled, 
“From  Politics  to  Administration 
in  Race  Relations.’' 

Upon  his  return  to  Los  Angeles 
this  fall  Dr.  Lloyd  and  Dr.  Price 
will  organize  a non-profit  behavior- 
al science  research  service  called 
“Public  Executive  Development 
and  Research”  to  design  executive 
leadership  seminars  for  top  public 
executives.

Recruiting  for  Talent— Is  it  Silly? 


Top  mercenaries  of  American 
industry  are  waging  a relentless 
year-round,  no-holds-barred  re- 
cruiting war  for  talent  on  college 
campuses  in  what  could  go  down 
as  one  of  the  most  ridiculous, 
wasteful  chapters  in  U.  S.  indus- 
trial history. 

The  author  of  that  statement, 
Lon  D.  Barton,  President  of  Cadil- 
lac Associates,  Inc.,  is  even  more 
emphatic  in  his  condemnation  of  it, 
when  he  says  that  it  must  be 


eveai  a government  expert,”  Bar- 
ton commented. 

Working  as  they  do  with  upper 
and  middle  management  the  Bar- 
ton organization,  Cadiil'''c  Associ- 
ates, Inc.  and  D;-?':d  Associates 
don’t  have  to  compete  in  this  area 
though  many  June  graduates  are 
convinced  they  could  fill  those  jobs 
at  the  top.

PAST  "FUNNY"  POINT 


‘Tt  really  isn’t  funny,  and  I guess 
what  is  equally  disgusting  to  me 
in  this  whole  silly  business  is  that 
the  pawns  in  it,  the  students,  sim- 
ply aren’t  worth  all  the  shooting. 
While  they  may  be  in  the  upper 
percentiles  of  their  class,  they  have 
also  been  wined  and  dined  to  the 
point  where  their  ego  is  so  over- 
powering that  it  takes  three  to 
five  years  of  knocking  around  in 
actual  training  before  they  are  use- 
ful to  a corporation.  By  that  time 
they  have  left  the  training  pro- 
gram for  which  the  firm  has  spent 
thousands  of  dollars  and  the  in- 
vestment has  become  a total  loss. 
The  economics  of  it  would  baffle 


become  so  intense  and  so  insane 
that  the  average  offers  have  esca- 
lated at  least  five  per  cent  per 
year,  whereas  job  orders  for  men 
with  experience  have  not. 

KNOW  MORE  - MAKE  LESS 


“In  terms  of  your  worth  in  the 
executive  market  today  this  means 
that  the  man  who  graduated  from 
the  knowledge  factories  three  years 
ago  may  well  be  making  less,  sel- 
dom more  than  the  June  graduate 
who  joins  him  this  year.  There 
isn’t  a male  alive  who  wouldn’t 
revolt  at  this  kind  of  treatment. 
Experienced  men  are  taking  a 
hard  look  at  their  present  jobs 
and  leaving.  I suppose  we  should 
be  glad  at  the  tremendous  turn- 
over that  is  taking  place  but  we 
can’t  be.  We  feel  it  is  a tragic 


waste  of  valuable  manpower,”  the 
Cadillac  president  said. 

Barton  has  only  to  look  at  the 
hundreds  of  executive  jobs  orders 
in  his  three  offices  to  verify  this 
point.  The  job  orders  are  there, 
but  they  are  several  laps  behind 
what  industry  is  offering  June 
graduates  in  its  mad  pursuit  of 
the  ‘mod.’ 

“Honestly,  the  salaries  they  are 
offering  for  these  talented  men  are 
ridiculous,  yet  we  see  constant 
evidence  of  the  dizzying  heights 
they  are  willing  to  go  to  lure  ‘class 
of  67’  men  to  their  plants,”  Barton 
explained. 


EVIDENCE  IS  STRONG 


Evidence?  June  business  admin- 
istration M.A.  graduates  from 
Northwestern  University  asking 
and  receiving  offers  of  $11,000  with 
no  previous  work  experience. 

A girl,  22,  chemistry  graduate 
with  a B.S.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  rejected  six 
offers  to  work  for  $8,500  with  no 
previous  work  experience. 

An  L.L.B.  and  B.A.  in  business 
administration  graduate  in  Minne- 
apolis accepting  a job  as  tax  re- 
searcher at  $13,000  with  no  pre- 
vious work  experience. 

NO  PREVIOUS  EXPERIENCE 


A Purdue  Ph.D.  candidate  com- 
pleting his  thesis  rejected  a $14,- 


000  offer  in  operations  research  as 
too  low.  He  had  no  previous  work 
experience. 

A chemistry  Ph.D.  candidate 
with  six  months  work  yet  on  his 
degree  has  already  indicated  to  a 
Cadillac  counselor  that  he  will  ac- 
cept no  offers  under  $18,000. 

Oddly  enough  it  is  a war  with 
no  real  villains.  Leading  corpor- 
ations station  recruiters  at  cam- 
puses now  on  a full-time  basis  in  a 
desperate  effort  to  keep  their  train- 
ing programs  going  and  to  meet 
their  competition.  If  they  expect  to 
compete  for  government  work  they 
are  required  to  stock  a number  of 
Ph.D.  bodies. 

TREMENDOUS  PRESSURE 

You  can’t  blame  the  students 
who  have  been  under  tremendous 
academic  pressure  since  they  en- 
tered high  school  to  get  high 
grades,  get  in  the  right  school  and 
then  take  advantage  of  the  salary 
and  prestige  that  the  training  al- 
lows. Many  of  them  have  contri- 
buted summers  of  earning  power 
to  finance  their  own  education. 
Their  mood  is  to  sell  out  now  to 
the  highest  bidder  and  the  bland- 
ishments offered  them  would  turn 
even  the  coolest  head.

"GUILTY  UNTIL  PROVEN 
INNOCENT' 


Dear  Editor: 

On  June  6,  1967,  I received  a 
ticket  for  a moving  violation  from 
a security  officer  at  BYU^  Feel- 
ing myself  innocent,  I decided  to 
appeal  the  case.  But  BYU  traffic 
regulations  require  that  the  amount 
of  the  fine  be  paid  before  an  ap- 
peal is  made  — and  I had  no 
money.  I had  money  neither  to 
pay  the  fine  nor  to  make  the  ap- 
peal. Either  way,  the  verdict  is 
guilty,  another  round  in  the  never- 
ending  fight  against  “city  hall.” 
But  guilt  or  innocence  should  not 
be  based  on  the  wealth  of  a per- 
son. 

I saw  several  people  including 
the  Dean  of  Students,  in  trying  to 
appeal  my  case,  but  my  efforts 
were  useless.  No  money  — no  ap- 
peal. No  appeal,  pay  the  .fine. 

CAN'T  GRADUATE 

Now  any  student  owing  money  to 
a BYU  organization  has  a ‘‘hold” 
placed  on  his  transcripts  until  his 
financial  record  is  cleared.  When 
this  fact  was  brought  up,  they 
didn’t  feel  my  records  were  worth 
ten  dollars.  So  my  transcripts  are 
being  held  — and  I’m  a graduating 
senior  (or  I was  graduating). 


In  order  to  pay  the  fine  to  make 
an  appeal,  I tried  to  get  a ten 
dollar  loan  from  the  BYU  Finan- 
cial Aids  department.  I was  re- 
fused on  the  basis  that  I was  not 
attending  summer  school.  And  I 
didn’t  attend  summer  school  be- 
cause I hadn’t  enough  money. 

Since  I hadn’t  enough  money  for 
tuition,  I couldn’t  go  to  summer 
school;  since  I wasn’t  going  to 
summer  school,  I couldn’t  get  a 
ten  dollar  loan;  since  I couldn’t 
get  a loan,  I couldn’t  pay  the  fine; 
not  being  able  to  pay  the  fine,  I 
couldn’t  make  an  appeal;  since  I 
couldn’t  appeal,  I’m  still  “guilty 
before  proven  innocent”  of  a 
charge  on  which  I can’t  afford  to 
defend  myself.  Even  if  guilty,  I 
still  haven’t  the  ten  dollars  needed 
to  pay  the  fine! 

Is  this  typical  American  justice, 
or  just  the  distinguishing  practices 
of  Brigham  Young  University? 
How  many  odrer  colleges  require 
a student  to  sell  his  textbooks  to 
pay  a traffic  fine?  How  many 
other  students  are  constantly  pres- 
sured through  the  same  ridiculous 
processes  each  year? 

Can’t  students  band  together 
and  attempt  to  get  some  of  the 
ridiculous  practices  and  require- 
ments at  the  institution  elimin- 


ated? Or  shall  we  all  become  sub- 
servient to  the  iron  rule?  How 
hypocritical  of  the  theory  of  “you 
are  free  to  do  as  you  wish,  as 
long  as  you  don’t.  ...” 

Can’t  something  be  done  to  in- 
sure the  future  products  of  BYU? 
Too  many  resourceful,  intelligent, 
and  reasonable  young  people  may 
become  lost  in  the  red  tape  - 
sad  loss  to  future  generations.

How  about  the  adjustment  in  go- 
ing to  Italy?  Craig  says  he  plans 
to  learn  Italian  as  fast  as  possible, 
and  he’ll  have  a teacher  to  help 
him. 

The  University  of  Milan  has 
awarded  Raymond  a post-graduate 
scholarship  which  he  hopes  to  use 
while  working  and  playing  ball. 
He'll  maintain  his  amateur  status 
as  an  athlete— giving  him  a chance 
at  the  '68  Olympics  in  Mexico  City. 

Raymond  spoke  optimistically 
about  the  city  of  Milan.  “It’s  mod- 
em . . . sort  of  like  San  Francisco 
with  hills,  cobblestone  streets  and 
cable  cars.”  An  then  he  added 
“I’m  going  to  love  it— it  will  be  a 
great  two-year  honeymoon.’’

Sodal  Work 
Trainees  In 
Utah  Project 

Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents are  included  among  60  social 
work  trainees  working  on  a Utah 
State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare special  summer  project. 

The  program— funded  by  a $23,- 
800  grant— involves  hiring  two  fac- 
ulty members  of  schools  of  social 
work  and  60  social  work  trainees 
at  the  undergraduate  college  level. 

The  trainees  have  been  reemited 
from  the  University  of  Utah,  Weber 
State  College,  Utah  State  Univer- 
sity, College  of  Southern  Utah,  and 
BYU. 

There  is  a shortage  of  trained 
social  workers  in  Utah— «s  in  most 
states  in  the  nation.  The  object  of 
this  program  is  to  interest  more 
college  students  in  future  careers 
with  the  State’s  Department  of 
Public  Welfare, 

Another  project  provides  for  a 
study,  by  two  faculty,  members 
from  schools  of  social  work,  of 
sociology  graduates  from  three 
Utah  Colleges.  It  will  cover  a sam- 
pling of  such  graduates  from  1964 
to  1967.  It  is  funded  by  a $5,250 
grant.

Lord  Raglan,' 
secretary  and  aide-de-camp  to  thej 
Duke  of  Wellington  His  boss,  thei 
Iron  Duke,  is  remembered  for  de- 
feating Napoleon  at  Waterloo,  poor 
Raglan  mainly  for  adding  a type 
of  sleeve  to  your  coat  wardrobe. 

Charles  Macintosh,  a canny  Scot, 
established  a plant  in  his  native 
land  to  make  waterproof  articles 
from  rubber.  He  gave  his  name 


to  the  raincoat  known  as  a mack- 
intosh. 

Another  common  garment  was 
not  named  for  just  one  man,  but  for 
a whole  army!  “Cravat”  derives 
from  the  French  word  for  Croatian, 
and  goes  back  to  the  17th  century 
when  the  Croatian  mercenaries 
who  fought  alongside  French  sol- 
diers wore  linen  scarves  around 
their  necks.
